Marshal Von Hlndenburg, 77-year- 
old Nationalist candidate for the 
presidency, In. his Easter message to 
the nation. It will be his only formal 
communication of the campaign, ac- 
cording to' his previous declarations. 


He stated In his proclamation that 


he had accepted the candidacy on the 
basis of the Constitution. 


"Nobody will expect me to glva^up 


my political convictions," the' procla- i 
matlon read. "Not the form, but the 
spirit of the state Is what matters. 


"I am not young enough to believe 


In sudden change," It continued. "No 
war and no revolt from within can 
free our nation, which is chained and 
torn b)t strife. Long, peaceful work 
Is necessary." 


"Patriotic Germans from all parts 


of Germany and all tribes offered me 
the highest office In the Reich," Von 
Hlndenburg said. 
"I accepted the 


call after serious consideration, in 
loyalty to the Fatherland. 


"My life lies clear before th 


world. I believe I did my duty'ln th 
hard times. It Is this duty that now 
commands tne to act as president on 
the basis of the Constitution regard 
less of party, person, origin, or pro 
fesslon. Nothing will be wanting on 
my part." 


"As a soldier," continued Hlnden 


burg, "I always thought only of the 
whole nation, not parties. 
Parties 


are necessary to the Parliamentary 
rule of the country, but the head of 
the state must be above parties, in- 
dependent of them and conduct the 
office fbr the benefit of every Ger- 
man. 


"I have never lost faith 
In 
the 


German people and God's assistance. 
However, I am not young enough to 
believe In a sudden turn of things. 
No war, no revolt within can free 
a nation chained unfortunately and 
torn with discord. 
, "We need long peaceful work, and 
we need above all a cleaning up of 
our state of those making a business 
of politics. No state can flourish 
without parity In public life and 
without law and order."

CEASONAiLE GOOD THINGS 


When you have a few of the large 


coarser outside stalks of celery, cut 


them Into dice and cook 
in boiling salted water 
until tender. JJeanwhll* 
heat one cupful of thin 
cream to which a table- 
spoonful of butter has 
been ndded, season with 
salt and pepper, and oue- 
«1 g h t li tcaspoonful of 
grnted 
nuiinetr. 
Drain 


the cooUcd celery nnd 
pour tlie hot cream over 


It In the •erring dish. 


Savory Chicktn.—Select a all-pound 


chicken and cut Into pieces. 
Dredge 


with well-seasoned flour and snute In 
fat until well browned on both side*. 
Lay In a casserole and place around it 
one dozen small onions, three stalks 
of celery cut into Inch pieces and two 
medium-sited carrots cut Into slices. 
Sprinkle with one tcuspoonful of salt, 
and pour three cupful* of strained to- 
matoes over the top. Dot the top with 
one tableapoonful 
of butter, corer 


tightly a&d cook In a moderate oven 
until the Tegttables are tender. Usual- 
ly three hours will be needed for the 
cooking. Serve with boiled rice. 


Vegetable Combination.—This dlsti 


will be sufficient for a main dish with- 
out meat. Plnrc n rooked cauliflower 
In tbe center of ii hot chop plate and 
surround It with mounds of the follow- 
ing cooked nnd .wisoned vegetables: 
Small onions, diced carrots, diced 
beets, diced turnips and shredded 
string beans. Prepare a mock holion- 
daine us follows: Melt three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, ndd two tablespoonfuls 
of flour nnd blend well together. Add 
gradually one cupful of hot water, stir 
until well thickened. Season with one- 
half tenspoonful of salt, a little cay- 
enne and a "tablespoonful of lemon' 
Jnlce. Pour Uils sauce orer two well- 
beaten eggs and pour at one* over th* 
cauliflower. 


Take small canned beets, chop after 


draining and serre them heated In hot 
butter with a dash of rincgar and 
cayenne 


A nle* way to bake apples Is to fill 


the Parities with brown sugar and but- 
ter snd pour a little water Into the 
pan. Baste often with the water and j 
hotter while baklnc.
